WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Air Force has ordered urgent 
reconstruction of shelters for its 
aircraft in South Vietnam to 
protect against intensified Viet 
Cong rocket and mortar attacks. 


"Recent attacks on Air Force 


bases in Vietnam have demon- 
strated the need for better pro- 
tection of aircraft" than the cur- 
rent rofless shelters now in 
use, the Air Force said Monday 
in response to questions. 


At present, the aircraft, msst 


costing at least $1 million each, 
are parked on bases in South 
Vietnam in roofless revetements 
made from earth*filled steel 
walls five feet wide and 12 feet 
high. 


The first steps taken to carry 


out the program are now under 
way in the form of tests tode* 
termine the best materlalto use 
in building roofs for the current 
shelters. When the. tests are fin* 
ished in the near future, con* 
struction will start.

The 
strike also closed nine 


road shows in cities from Wil- 
mington, Del,, to San Francisco. 
But it did not affect off Broad- 
way productions. 


The walkout was called by Ac- 


tors Equity after it failed to 
reach agreement with Broad- 
way producers on wages and 
other items to replace the con- 
tract that expired two weeks 
ago. 


Producer David Merrick, who 


announced the death of two of 
his shows after the strike began, 
said after a City Hall meeting: 
"This strike could last for five 
years. There'll be nothing left of 
the theater when it's over." 


The pickets who strolled the 


theater-lined streets off Times 
Square carried signs reading, 
"Actors on strike—no show until 
we get a contract." They dis- 
tributed "fact sheets" to pas- 
sersby. 


At the theater hour the nor- 


mally thronged sidewalks in the 
area were largely empty, res- 
taurant 
maltre d's 
presided 


over deserted tables and taxi- 
cabs were available for the ask- 
ing. 


Disappointed playgoers, some 


of whom had bought their tick- 
ets months ago, lined up at box 
offices to get their money back 
or to trade their tickets for fu- 
ture performances. 


The strike brought the-first 


Broadway blackout since 1960 
when Equity struck for nine 
days over pensions. Actor Ralph 
Bellamy headed the union dur- 
ing that walkout in which only 
19 of 22 productions survived to 
reopen. 


A brief Equity strike in 1964 


ended after two matinee per- 
formances were canceled. 


There was no sign of a quick 


end to the present dispute. The 
sides met separately at City 
Hall Monday evening ' to "ex- 
plore the issues" with Deputy 
Mayor Robert Sweet and Vin- 
cent D. McDonnell, chairman of 
the state mediation board. 


Equity seeks to have the $130- 


a-week minimum increased to 
$200, a shorter contract, reten- 
tion of choruses for the full run 
of shows, premium pay for road 
shows and control over appear- 
ances of alien actors, chiefly 
British, on the New York stage. 


The union has about 15,000 


members but only about 800 of 
them worked in the affected 
shows. The strike affects thou- 
sands of others including mem- 
bers of 10 theatrical unions. 


Merrick,

League of New York Theaters, 
accused Equity of reneging on a 
contract agreed upon two weeks 
ago by the union negotiating 
committee which included an 
eight per cent wage hike.

little more than five weeks ago, 
the Rev. Ralph David Aber* 
nathy drove a symbolic stake 
into a grassy mall to mark the 
beginning of his campaign to 
"end 
poverty in this nation of 


plenty," 


That original spot has long 


since been obscured by sticky 
mud and the trappings of Resur- 
rection City, just as the original 
goals have been somewhat ob* 
soured by the enormous prob- 
lems developed in running the 
campaign. 


Today, on the eve of a big 


march he had planned to use as 
a demonstration of national sup- 
port, the Poor People's Cam- 
paign seems as far from reach- 
ing its ambitious goal as when it 
started. 


Despite a generally sympa- 


thetic reception from govern- 
ment agencies, the hundreds of 
pages of detailed answers they 
gave to campaign demands add- 
ed up to few real concessions.

Eisenhower's 
Heart Attack 
a Mo/or One

WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer President Dwlght D. Eisen- 
hower, 77, fighting anew against 
a major heart attack—and ap- 
parently holding his own so far 
— today passed at least the half- 
way mark in the three-to-four 
days doctors consider the most 
critical. 


The five-star 
general was 


termed "another major heart at- 
tack" — the latest of five cardiac 
assaults, both major and min- 
or, he has suffered since Sept- 
ember 1955. 


And it occurred while he was 


walking about in his ward, ap- 
parently on the road to com- 
plete recovery from a "mild" 
heart attack he suffered less 
than two months ago while va- 
cationing in California, 


The latest word on his condi- 


tion came around 10 a.m. EDT 
Monday when his doctors said 
in answer to a series of written 
questions submitted by The As- 
sociated Press that: 


"The early period following 


any heart attack is the most 
critical. The general's response 
so far has been favorable." 


In a formal medical bulletin 


issued just prior to the release 
of answers to the AP's queries, 
the doctors said Eisenhower had 
remained "comfortable during 
the past 24 hours" and that 
"there has been no further re- 
currence of pain since the initial 
episode the night of June 15. No 
signs of heart failure have ap- 
peared."

Hypnosis to 
Stop Smoking

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Us* 


ing hypnosis to stop smoking 
may hurt more people than it 
helps, a psychiatrist warned to- 
day. 


Dr. Sheldon B. Cohen of At- 


lanta told the annual convention 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, "longtime smokers of- 
ten run into psychiatric trouble 
when they stop smoking," 


He cited the case of a man 


who gave up smoking under 
hypnosis and a few weeks later 
got drunk at a party and beat 
up his wife and his best friend, 


"I had to suggest that he re- 


sume smoking while undergoing 
intensive 
psychiatric 
treat- 


ment," Cohen said. 


The psychiatrist said a study 


of available scientific literature 
and 10 cases In his own practice 
had persuaded him "no one has 
yet demonstrated that hypnosis 
is generally indicated to help 
people stop smoking." 


Of the 10 cases, Cohen said, 


four stopped smoking for as 
long as a few weeks but all 
eventually resumed smoking. 


"There may be some cases in 


which hypnosis is helpful," he 
said, "but nobody knows enough 
about smoking yet to say that 
this or any other technique is a 
sure way to help the longtime 
smoker, 


"Unless you have something 


better to give people as a ten- 
sion-relieving device, perhaps it 
is better to leave them alone." 


Cohen said all 10 of his cases

He said monthly injection of 


other hormonal drugs-proges- 
trogen and estrogen— was effec- 
tive with 514 women, 


Many women were willing to 


continue with the drugs despite 
such side effects as nervous- 
ness, bleeding irregularity and 
nausea, he said. 


Tyler said neither method is 


likely to become readily avail- 
able before considerable testing 
by the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration.

Old Law Used to Bar 
Discrimination in 
Housing Transactions

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


Supreme Court has turned a 
long-obscure civil rights law 
into a far-reaching ban on racial 
discrimination in the sale and 
rental of housing. 


Beyond that, the 7-2 decision 


Monday hinted that th'e^Wtfi' 
Amendment 
banning 
slavery 


gave Congress the power to 
strike at private acts of discrim- 
ination generally, if it wants to 
use the power. 


The ruling, one of several 


stunners dealt out at term's 
end, said housing discrimination 


ing the finding that the old law 
applies to purely private actions 
"is almost surely wrong and at 
the least is open to serious 
doubt." 


Because the court prefers to
